Fight Against Amnesty 
Launched by Alderman 
Millican Is Voted Down. 


Though a number of members of 
council voiced their disapproval of J. 
Allen Couch’s action, council Monday 
voted down a resolution offered by 
Alderman G. Everett Millican severe- 
ly censuring the mayor pro tem. for 
his general amnesty order which 
emptied the city stockade of its 270 
prisoners last Thursday night. 

The resolution met defeat when 
council approved a tabling metion of- 
fered by Alderman Alvin T. Richards 
and seconded by Alderman W. Guy 
Dobbs, under indictment for bribery 
and being interested in a city con- 
tract, after Couch had vacated the 
chair and made a vigorous speech in 
his own defense in which he declared 
he was motivated “only by a. desire 
to do good.” : 

In his long resolution censuring the 
amnesty action, Millican pointed out 
that the Couch order had brought a 
wave of criticism from authorities in 
charge of the city penal system and 
asserted that Couch had. issued his 
order after he had been advised by 
Assistant City Attorney Jack Savage 
that he was lacking in authority to re- 
lease all of the prisoners to whom 


“The order releasing these prisoners’ 
was issued by Mr. Couch after he 
had been informed by the city at- 
torney that he could not legally turn 
out some of the persons confined in 
the stockade,” Alderman Millican de-* 
¢lared, in speaking for his resolution. 
“Confined in the stockade were many 
old offenders, men and women who 
have been in the toils of the law on 
numerous occasions, In the face of 
the city attorney’s opinion he sent 
out the order for their release which 
permitted them again to prey on so- 
ciety, for whose protection they had 
been locked up.” 

Asserting that Couch had acted 
“unwisely and without authority,” 
Millican declared that though some 
of the prisoners he turned out were 
serving sentences for minor offense. 
others were incarcerated for graver 
crimes, drunkenness, driving an auto-

Richards Launches Scath- 
ing Attack on Contribu- 
tors to Official Delin- 
quency ; Ice-Scoring Pap- 
er Repealed. 


“Bribe-givers” as well as “bribe- 
takers” were assailed Monday after- 
noon by Alderman Alvin Richards, of 
the 13th wara..and Councilman John 
A. White, of the fourth ward, as a 
feature of a successful fight to repeal 


an ice-scoring ordinance passed last 
December. 

In addition to repealing the scor- 
ing measure, council passed another 
ordinance offered by White requiring 


weighing of ice as it is sold from de- 
livery wagons to the consumer, and 
established a council committee of five 
charged with conducting a probe to 
‘ascertain whether an illegal combine 
ex'sts to control the price of ice in 
Atlarta.” 

Mr. Richards was especially vitri- 
olie. declaring “1 am not criticising 
the solisitor-general nor the grand 
jury in granting immunity to those 
who gave the bribes. but they are 
equally guilty and counci] should 
rescind every one of the papers passed 
under such conditions if it lies with- 
in the province of this body to do so.” 

The ice-scoring ordinance was 
passed through the influence of an al- 
lc ;@d bribe of $3,000 which was paid, 
it was testified at the recenf trial of 
Walter ©. Taylor, former city clerk, 
through J. H. Ewing, Jr., former city 
treasurer. 

Ice Trust Probe. , 

Two ordinances, one by Councilman 
Joseph E. Berman and another by Al- 
derman Ben T. Huiet, calling for an 
investigation to ascertain if an “‘ice 
’ exists in Atlanta, were referred 
to a special committee of which Cown- 
cilman Ellis B. Barrett was named 
ehairman. 

Attacking the bribe-givers, Alder- 
man Richards asserted that they were 
as guilty of wrongdoing as those who 
have been indicted and convicted of 
receiving financial rewards for their 
efforts to put through or defeat leg-

CONAN DOYLE DIES 
OF HEART ATTACK 
AT COUNTRY HOME 


Noted English Novelist 
and Spiritualist Passes 
at Age of 71 After Long 


IlIness. 


CROWBOROUGH, Sussex, Eng- 
land, July 7.—(/)—Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle, novelist, historian, physician, 
traveler, and spiritualist, died at his 
residence, “Windlesham,” today of 
heart disease at the age of 71. Lady 
Doyle, two sons and one daughter 
wgre at his bedside when death came. 

Though the famous creator of sher- 
lock Holmes largely surrendered~ his 
other interests during the later years 
of his life to his championship of spir- 
itualism, thereby antagonizing many 
former friends, it was his long career 
as an author that the great majority 


of Engtishmen recalled today. 
Above all, England remembered the 


series of Sherlock Holmes stories 
wherein he portrayed with extraordi- 
nary vividness not only the greatest 
detective in fiction but also the quiet- 
er, more letsurely London of late Vic- 
torian days. Gas lamps then took the 
place of electric glare, and no more 
strident sound was heard than the 
clatter of horses’ hoofs on wooden 
blocks as the hansom cabs dashed 
down Baker street and disturbed the 
quiet debates between the great sleuth 
and his perfect foil, the inimitable Dr. 
Watson. } 

Shortly before his death, Sir Arthur 
in a chat with the Associated Press 
correspondent explained how he came 
to write his Sherlock Holmes storiez. 
As a poverty-stricken young doctor, 
he said, he used to sit in his office and 
appear, 

At that time, most magazines were 
running seria] stories, and Doyle 
thought it would be a great thing if a 
continued story could be written in 
such a manner that each section would 
be complete in itself, so that the read- 
er would not have to wait for the 
next issue. 

From this notion, he said, grew the 
Sherlock Holmes stories. 

Arthur Conan Doyle, laterly Sir 
Arthur, had a long and varied career. 
He was a physician in the 80s. He 
was a sensationally brilliant novelist 
in the 90s.

lanta’s water is the best in the United 
States for making tea, and to this 
fact he attributed the large increase 
in tea consumption in this. section. 
The water's low content of mineral 
matter, according to Mr. Mitchell, ac- 
counts for its qualities in malting tea. 
On the water depends a great deal 
in the making of tea, Mr. Mitchell 
}pointed out. Tea that might make a 
good beverage here, would not be-at all 
satisfactory in other parts of the coun- 
try, he explained, and for this reason 
the General Foods Sales Company ia 
packing certain teas for certain sec- 
tions. 

“This is very necessary for the best 
results in making tea,” Mr. Mitchell 
declared, “and the best possible blends 
will be packed to suit conditions in 
various parts of the’ country, which is 
expected to stimulate the tea industry 
to a great extent.” 

Mr. Mitchell is considered one of 
the outstanding tea authorities in the 
country. He was formerly connected 
with the government, having had 
charge of administering the tea act 
as supervising tea examiner. He says 
unusual precaution is taken by the 
government in admitting tea to this 
country, as it is inspected both for 
quality and purity, and is subject to 
the tea act as well as the pure food 
laws. Mr. Mitchell left. the govern- 
ment service to become associated with 
the Maxwell House Products Com- 
pany, a subsidiary of General Foods.

T. Shotwell, director of the division 
of economics and history of the Car- 
negie Endowment for International 
Peace, on the subject, “Is War In- 
herent in Our. Business World?” 
The signing of the Kellogg-briand 
pact two years ago, the speaker said, 
was viewed with “grim humor” by 
many elements of the modern world. 
Russian communists, the militarists 
of all nations, and important members 
of the United States senate, accord- 
ing to Dr. Shotwell, regarded the pact 
as an idealistic gesture that would 
have little effect on the course of his- 
tory. 
“We shall have to see whether the 
skepticism of the navalist or the in- 
sincerity of the politician is a truer 
measure of the forces of contemporary 
history than the hopeful outlook of 
the common man,” Dr. Shotwell said. 
“Above all, we must examine the basis 
of the belief which is held in Moscow. 
that both ineffective idealism and na- 
tional hypocrisy are inherent in the 
very nature of our society; that a 
capitalistic civilization ¢annot be any- 
thing but insincere and hypocritical 
because it cherishes such high ideals 
without the possibility of carrying 
them out, and hence cannot renounce 
war as the instrument of its policy 
because that policy, in the eyes of 
the communist critic, is the very em- 
bodiment of the idea of conflict.”

END THE AD VALOREM TAX. 

There seems to be a_ general 
agreement of 
state administrative and legislative 
offices in Georgia this year that the 
big salient issue is taxation reform. 
The aspirants to the governorship 
are especially emphatic and unani- 
mous on that subject. In taking 
that attitude upon that one para- 
mount problem they are wise and 
prudential. 

The crux of state taxation prob- 
lems which ‘was especially stressed 
by the governors of many states at 
their annual conference at Salt Lake 
City last week is the ad valorem 
property tax. Most of the gover- 
nors declared that ancient form of 
taxation for state purposes has now 
grown unjust, highly discriminative 
against the least able taxpayers and 
inefficient as a reliable source of 
revenue. ‘ 

The best experts in the tax sys- 
tems of modern states have reached 
the demonstration that ad valorem 
property taxes should be entirely 
abandoned for state revenue pur- 
poses and be remitted entirely to 
counties. and municipalities as 
sources of their local revenues in 
part. In those smaller units the 
real values of properties, personal 
and real, can be more fairly gauged 
and assessed than when a uniform 
levy is made upon them tcr the 
whole state in which such values 
must-necessarily vary greatly. Local 
circumstances of agriculture, indus- 
try, transportation, market facilities, 
county and town government ex- 
penses all conspire-to condition the 
values of real estate, improvements 
and personal tangibles and intangi- 
bles. 

For those reasons, plainly 
cernible by business and adininistra- 
tive minds, the general ad valorem 
uniform tax rate is always unfair, 
oppressive to many, and works to 
the loss of the state through low 
local valuations and high levies for 
purely local purposes. It is the 
prevalence of such inequitable dis- 
criminations that echoes in the gen-

Large 
foundries were manufacturing war 
munitions and reconditioning weapous 
captured from the federals or sal- 
vaged from the battlefields. Great 
laboratories were turning out chemi- 
cals, medicines and other such war 
necessaries. J, H. Zeilin was turn- 
ing ont thousands of carboys of the 
famous “‘Darby’s Prophylactic Fluid” 
for army and popular uses, Oglethorpe 
College, Floyd’s hotel and other large 
buildings were crowded hospitals of 
wounded and sick soldiers. There was 
a huge conscript camp for the fellows 
caught shirking military service, and 
down on the old fair grounds was a 
big stockade in which federal officers 
whe had been captured were ,ield in 
a doleful imprisonment.

An Advent of Davis and Hill. 

About that time President Davis 
and Sénator Ben Hill came to Macon 
on their trip from Richmond to At- 
lahta to hearten the southern people 
with a hope of ultimate success, either 
by victory or treaty with the United 
States. 

They were received with a consid- 
erable show of enthusiasm and spoke 
to those who gathered to hear them in 
the Baptist church, of which beloved 
and revered Dr. E. W. Warren was 
pastor. I recall vividly the strong 
impression the fervor and eloquence 
of Ben Hill made upon me and which 
made me his confirmed partisan to 
the end of his brilliant life. 

General Joseph E. Johnston was in 
Macon on waiting orders, having been 
removed from command of the army 
above Atlanta. I do not recall that 
he attended the meeting, but General 
Howell Cobb, in command at Macon, 
attended with full staff and did the 
honors of the day.

Then Stoneman's Raiders Arrived. 

Shortly came the alarm that a band 
of “Yankee raiders” was headed to- 
ward the city and all available force 
was mustered, including “us boys,” to 
go over to East Macon and to string 
ourselves both ways from old Fort 
Hawkins, and to “give them Yanks 
hell” when they should show up. 

They showed up all blue enough 


and cut loose at us with their Spen- 
cer. seyey-shooting carbines and we 
replied with what we had. Before 
they could drive us in they got wind 
that Generals Joe Wheeler and Iver- 
son were closing in on them from their 
rear. They turned tai] and_ tried 
to escape. General Stoneman was 
captured with most of his command. 
I saw him escorted into the city over 
the pontoon bridge and taken to 
prison. He was a crestfallen old 
chief, but was soon exchanged for our 
General Henry R. Jackson, then held 
in federal captivity. | 


General Jim Wilson Took Us In. 
Later General Sherman’s army, on 
the way to the sea, made a feint at 


Macon on a certain Sunday, but for 
some reason passed the city by and 
went on to destroy the state capitol 
at Milledgeville. 

Next came news of the armistice 
up in North Carolina between  Sher- 
man and Johnston. On having it con- 
firmed General Cobb ordered us all 
out of the rifle trenches and redoubts, 
and into camp. 

General Jim Wilson’s army corps 
of federal cavalry and mounted infan- 
try was approaching from Columbus 
via Fort Valley. General Cobb sent 
out a flag of truce party to halt the 
Wilson advance upon the city. But 


Wilson said he had no news from his| 


superiors of any armistice and refused 
to take our word for it. He came 
right on in unresisted, occupied the 
city completely, and that ended the 
war for “We, Us and Company” in 
Macon. 
* * * - 

The Capture of President Davis. 

Several weeks later, the city being 
kept in peace and good order by the 


humane provisions of that splendid 
officer and gentleman, General James 
Harrison Wilson, whose kindness and 
justice the old citizens of Macon have 
never forgotten, we got news of the 
capture of President Davis and family, 
with their escort party, not far away. 

A few days after a cavalcade drew 
up in front of the Lanier House and 
from an army ambulance my father, 
one of his former adjutants, assisted 
the enfeebled, heroic president to de- 
scend and escorted him to reserved 
quarters in the hotel. There he and 
family were cared for by the generous 
orders of General Wilson until the 
command came to send him to Fortress 
Monroe, 

It is well to record here that no one 
in Macon, either in the Federal army 
or outside, heard then a whisper about 
President Davis seeking to escape in 
a woman’s dress. Harper's Weekly 
invented that everlasting lie! 


There I Met Bridges Smith. 

It was in those parlous, unforget- 
table days that I began to chum with 
Bridges Smith, known to all Georgians 
as a pastmaster newspaperman and 
to all Macon as the fatherly, tender- 
hearted judge of the juvenile court. 

Bridges and I learned to stick type 
in rivalry with each other, and rare 
John Waterman, afterwards secretary 
to Speaker Charles Frederick Crisp, 
ex-Senator Charley Thomas, of Col- 
orado, a Georgia boy, also belonged 
to our gang, and we all served in 
“Finley’s Fifth Georgia Reserves,” 
whom the ribald old rebels in camp 
called. “Joe Brown’s Preserves.” 

I visited Judge Smith on Sunday 
afternoon. Though feeble under his 
81 years he is still the sweet ‘old soul 
he has ever been and it is a joyful 
thing to be with him even for a hap- 
py half hour. Long may he stay 
with us!

Text of 
| Treaty Message 


W eee edge 7.—(&)—The 
text of President r’s special mes- 
sage ‘to the senate, calling for ratifi- 
cation of the London naval treaty, 
follows: 

“In requesting the senate to con- 
vene in session for the special purpose 
of dealing with the treaty for the 
limitation and reduction of- naval 
armament, signed at London April -22, 
1930, it is desirable that I should 
present my viewg upon it. 

“This is especially necessary be- 
cause of misinformation and misrepre- 
sentation which has: been widespread 
by those who in reality are opposed 
to all limitation and reduction in 
naval arms. 

_ “We must naturally expect opposi- 
tion from those groups who believe 
in unrestricted military strength as 
an objective of the American nation. 

“Indeed, we find the same type of 
minds in Great Britain and Japan in 

arallel opposition to this treaty. 
evertheless, I am convinced that the 
overwhelming majority of the Ameri- 
can people are opposed to the concep- 
tion of these groups. 

“Our people believe that military 
strength should be held in conformity 
with the sole purpose of national de- 
fense; they earnestly desire real prog- 
ress in limitation and reduction of 
naval arms of the world, and their 
aspiration is for abolition of competi- 
tron in the building of arms_as a step 
toward world peace. Such a result 
can be obtained in no other way than 
by international agreement. 


Holds Safeguards. 


“The present treaty is one which 

holds these safeguards and advances 
these ideals. Its ratification is in the 
interest of the United States. It is 
fair fo the other participating na- 
tions. It promotes the cause of guod 
relations. 
_-“The only alternative to this treaty 
is the competitive building of navies 
with all its flow of suspicion, hate, 
ill-will and ultimate disaster. History 
supports those who hold to agreement 
as the path to peace. Every naval 
limitation treaty with which we are 
familiar, from the Rush-Bagot agree- 
ment of 1817, limiting vessels of war 
on the Great Lakes, to the Washing- 
ton arms treaty of 1921, has resulted 
in a marked growth of good will and 
confidence between the nations which 
were parties to it. 

“It is folly to think that because 
we are the richest nation in the world 
we can outbuild all other countries. 
Other nations will make any sacrifice 
to maintain their instruments of de- 
fense against us, and we shall even- 
tually reap in their hostility and ill- 
will the full measure of the additional 
burden which we may thus impose 
upon them. The very entry of the 
United States into such courses as 
this would invite the consolidation of 
the rest of the world against us and 
bring our peace and independence into 
jeopardy. We have only to look at 
the state of Europe in 1914 to find 
ample evidence of the futility and 
danger of competition in arms, 

1927 Conference. 

“It will be remembered that in re- 
sponse to recommendations from the 
senate a conference between the Unit- 
ed States, Great Britain and Japan, 
for limitation of those categories of 
naval arms not covered by the Wash- 
ington treaty of 1921 was held at 
Geneva in 1927. That conference fail- 
ed because the United States could not 
agree to the large size of fleets de- 
manded by other governments, The 
standards set up at th&¥t time would 
have required .an ultimate fleet of 
about 1,400,000 tons for the United 
States. As against this the total Unit- 
ed States fleet set out under this 
treaty will be about 1,123,000 tons. 

“Defense is the primary function of 
government, and therefore our first 
concern in examination of any act of 
this character is the test of its ade- 
quacy in defense. No eritic has yet 
asserted that with the navies pro- 
vided in this agreement together with 
our army, our aerial defense and our 
natidnal resources, we canflot defend 
ourselves, and certainly we want no 
military establshment for the purpose 
of domination of other nations, Our 
naval defense position under this 
treaty is the more clear if we exam- 
ine our present naval strength in com- 
parison to the present strength of the 
other nations, and then examine the 
erorenenty in this proportion which 
will result from this treaty. This 
improvement arises from the antici- 
pation of parity in battleships to be 
reached 10 years hence under the 
Washington arms treaty and the fact 
that other nations have been building 
the classes of ships § not limited by 
that treaty, while we, until lately, 
lagged behind. 

Actual Tonnage. 

“On the first of January last the 
total naval teynage, disregarding pa- 
per fleets. and taking only those ships 
actually built and building, was, for 
the United States 1,180,000 tons; for 
the British empire 1,332,000 ;tons; 
for Japan 768.000 tons. That is, 
if the United States navy be taken 
as 100, then the British navy equals 
113 and the Japanese navy 45.; Un- 
der this treaty the United States 
will have 1,123,000 tons; Great ‘Brit- 
ain 1,151,000 tons, and Japan 714,- 
000 tons, or a ratio of 100 for the 
United States to 102.4 for Great Brit- 
ain and 63.6 for Japan. The slightly 
larger tonnage ratio mentioned for 
Great Britain is due to the fact that 
her cruiser fleet will be constituted 
more largely of smaller vessels, weak- 
er in gun power, but the United 
States has the option to duplicate the 
exact tonnage and gun caliber of the 
British cruiser fleet if we desire to 
exercise it. 

“The relative improvement in the 
position of the United States under 
this treaty is even better than this 
statement would indicate. In the more 
important categories, battleships, air- 
craft carriers, 5-inch and 6-inch cruis- 
ers—that is, omitting the secondary 
arms of destroyers and submarines— 
the fleet built and actually building on 
January 1 of this year was 809,000 
tons in the United States, 1,088,000 
tons in Great Britain and 568,000 
tons in Japan, or upon the basis of 
100 for the United States it was.154 
for Great Britain and 70 for Japan. 
Under this treaty the United States 
will on January 1, 1937, possess com- 
pleted 911,000 tons of these major 
units. Great Britain 948,000 tons 
and Japan 556,000 tons. In addi- 
tion, the United States will have on 
10,000-ton 8-inch cruiser two-thirds 
completed. ‘This. will give a ratio in 
these categories of 100 for-the Unit- 
ed States to 102.9 for Great Britain 
and 60.5 for Japan. The reason for 
the excess British tonnage is again 
as mentioned above. In other words, 
the United States, in these catego- 
ries, increases by 102,000 tons, Great 
Britain decreases by 140.000 _ tons 
and Japan decreases by 12,000 tons. 
These readjustments of units are to 
take place during the next six years. 
The treaty then comes to an end ex- 
cept for such arrangements as may 
be made then for its continuance. 

Point of Attack. 

“The major discussion has been di- 
rected almost wholly to the fact that 
the United States is to have 18 cruis- 
ers with 8-inch guns, with an aggre- 
gate tonnage of 180,000 tons, as 
against Great Britain's 15 such ships, 
with a tonnage of 146,000 tons and 
Japan’s 12 such ships of a tonnage 
of 108,400 tons; the United States 
supplementing this tonnage with cruis- 
ers armed with 6-inch guns up to a 
total of 323.500 tons; Great Britain 
up to 339,000 tons and Japan to 
208,800 tons. The larger gross ton-

Therefore, criticism re- 
volves around less than 8 per cent 
of our whole fleet, and even within 
this 3 per cent comes the lesser ques- 
tion of whether 30,000 tons of ships 
armed with 8-inch guns are better 
than 38,000 tons armed with 6-inch 
The opinion of our high naval 
authorities is divided on the relative 
merits of these alternatives. Many 
earnestly believe that the larger ton- 
nage of 6-inch ships is more advanta- 
geous and others vice versa. How- 
ever, those who seek to make this 
the outstanding feature of criticism 
fail to mention that under the London 
treaty the obligation of the Washing- 
ton arms treaty of 1921 is so al- 
tered* that Great Britain scraps 133,- 
900 tons of battleships armed with 
13 1-2-inch guns, the United States 
scraps 70,000 tons of battleships 
armed with 12-inch guns, and Japan 
scraps 26,300 tons. These arrange- 
ments are made not only for reduction 
of arms but to anticipate the ultimate 
parity between the United States and 
Great Britain in battleships which 
would not otherwise be realized for 
several years. : 


Relative Gain. 


_ “There is in this provision a rela- 
tive gain in so ee compared with 
the British fleet of 63,900 tons of bat- 
tleships ‘with 131-2-inch guns. This 
is of vastly more importance than the 
dispute as to the relative combatant 
strength of 38,000 tons of 6-inch cruis- 
ers against 30,000 tons of 7-inch 
cruisers. Indeed, it would seem that 
such criticism must be based upon an 
undisclosed desire to break down all 
limitation of arms. 

“To those who seek earnestly and 
properly for reduction in warships, I 
would point out that, as compared 
with January 1 of this year, the total 
aggregate navies of the three powers 
under this treaty will have been re- 
duced by nearly 300,000 tons. Had 
a settlement been made at Geneva in 
1927 upon the only proposal possible 
at that time, the fleets of the three 
powers would have been approximate- 
ly 680,000 tons greater than under the 
treaty now in consideration. 


“The economic burdens and the di- 
version of taxes from welfare purposes 
which would be imposed upon our- 
selves and other nations by failure of 
this treaty are worth consideration. 
Under its provisions the replacement 
of battleships required under the 
Washington arms treaty of 1921 is 
postponed for six years. The costs of 
replacing and maintaining the three 
scrapped battleships is saved. Like- 
wise we make economies in construc- 
ion and operation by the reduction in 
our submarine and destroyer fleets to 
52,700 and 150,000 tons, respectively. 
What the possible saving over an oth- 
erwise inevitable era of competitive 
building would be, no one can esti- 
mate. 


“If we assume that our present) 
naval program, except for this treaty, 
is to complete the ships authorized by 
congress and those authorized and 
necessary to be replaced under the 
Washington arms treaty, and to main- 
tain a destroyer fleet of about 225,000 
tons and a submarine fleet of 90,000 
tons, such a fleet will not reach parity 
with Great Britain, yet would cost in 
construction over $500,000,000 more 
during the next six years than the 
fleet provided under this treaty. But 
in addition to this, as stated, there is 
a very large saving by this treaty in 
annual operation of the fleet over 
what would be the case if we even 
built no more than the present pro- 
grams. 

Little Credence. 


“The more selfish-minded will give 
little: credence to the argument that 
savings by other parties to the agree- 
ment in the limitation of naval con- 
struction are of interest to the Ameri- 
can people, yet the fundamental eco- 
nomic fact is that if the resources of 
these. other nations are freed for de- 
votion to the welfare of their people 
ahd to pacific purposes of reproduc- 
tive commerce, they will result in 
blessings to the world, including our- 
selves. If we were to accept the Ge- 
neva conference base as the end of 
naval strength under competitive 
building for the three governments, 
the savings in construction and op- 
eration by the treaty is literally bil- 
lions of dollars. 


“The question before us now is not 
whether we shall have a treaty with 
either three more 8-inch cruisers or 4 
less 6-inch cruisers, or whether we 
shall have a larger reduction in ton- 
nage. It is whether we shall have 
this treaty or no treaty. It is a ques- 
tion as to whether we shall move 
strongly toward limitation and reduc- 
tion in naval arms or whether we 
shall have no limitation or reduction 
and shall enter upon a disastrous pe- 
riod of competitive armament. 

“This treaty does mark an impor- 
tant step in disarmament and in 
world peace. It is important for many 
reasons that it should be dealt with 
at once. The subject has been under 
discussion since the Geneva confer- 
ence three years ago. The lines of 
this treaty haye been known and un- 
der discussion since last summer. The 
actual document has been before the 
American people and before the sen- 
ate for nearly three months. It has 
been favorably reported by the sen- 
ate foreign relations committee. Every 
solitary fact which affects judgment 
upon the treaty is known, and the 
document itself comprises the sole ob- 
ligation of the United States. If we 
fail now the world will be again 
plunged backward from its progress 
toward peace. -

caused by the drought and high tem- 
peratures. While the lakes of the 
Georgia Power Company in north 
Georgia were reported as being at 87 
per cent of their normal level, it was 
pointed out that no matter how low 
the waters of the hydro-electric sys- 
tem in Georgia fall there will be no 
curtailment of power to wholesale and 
retail consumers. It also was explained 
that although the three main north 
Georgia lakes—Burton, Rabun and 
Yonah—were lower than last year, it 
was due in large measure to the ex- 
cessive rainfalls of last spring. 

Records of the weather bureau <how 
that during the June just past, the 
high temperature was and the min- 
imum was 53 degrees, for an average 
of 75.2 degrees for the month. This 
was only a fraction of a degree high- 
er than the monthly average of 75 de- 
grees for June, 1929, when the high 
was 92 and the low 55. 

Average of 85. 

So far this month, the first week 
of which has just passed, the tem- 
perature has averaged 85 degrees, with 
a high of 96 on Sunday and a low of 
65,on July 3. Last July’s mosthly 
average was 77.8 degrees, with a high 
record of 92 and a low of 61. 3 

So far as rain is concerned, 1930 
thus far seems to be well under the 
total of last year, comparing the 
months June and July of this year 
against last. With a normal expecta- 
tion of 3.47 inches of rain as the 
official measurement for June, it was 
found that this year only 1.44 inches 
had fallen during that month, as com- 


pared with 3.68 inches during June | 


last year. During the first seven days 
of July this year no rain. has fallen 
officially, whi's the record for last 
July was 2.31 inches. The average July 


precipitation is 3.74 inches. 


Safeguara against heat prostration 
and sunstroke, together with a 
scription of symptoms and first-aid 
treatment of each case was given Mon- 
day by expert medical authority as 
follows: 

1, Don’t overeat. 

2. Do not drink too many cold bev- 
erages, and use discretion in drinking 
any ice-cold liquids when the body is 
overheated. 

3. Don’t try to get a “coat of tan” 
all of a sudden. Excessive exposure 
of the body to the extreme rays of 
the sun may produce a serious toxic 
condition that might result in confin- 
ing the sufferer te bed for two w 
with temperatures of 104 and 105, _ 


Sunstroke and heat prostration have 
vastly different symptoms, the expert 
pointed out, and therefore require dif- 
ferent treatment. In the case of sun- 
stroke, the skin of the stricken be- 
comes violently red, hot and dry, and 
the temperature usually will be 
around 106 or 107. Sometimes it goes 
as high as 108 to 110 degrees, which 
adults can not stand) for any length 
of time. To treat a case of sunstroke, 
it was stafed, it is necessary to im- 
merse the victim in a tub of tap wa- 
ter, which gradually should be made 
cooler by placing cakes of ice in the 
tepid water, lowering the temperature 
of the water until the patient’s fever 
diminishes. All the while the victim's 
skin should be briskly rubbed. 

Heat Prostration. 

In. the case of heat prostration the 
victim usually is pallid and the skin 
is cold and clammy, with temperature 
nearly always below normal. To 
treat cases of this nature, it is neces 
sary. to’ elevate the temperature tp 
normal by the use of warming pads 
or hot water bottles. 


“The greatest danger to personal 


‘health during weather like this,” the 


physician pointed out, “is the too 
sudden cooling off of the body. Golf- 


fers shonid not get into showers im- 


mediately upon coming from the 
course. They should rest a short while 
first, letting the body cool gradually. 
Too sudden change of temperature 
proves an excessive shock to the sys- 
tem, and any marked change of tem- 
perature subjects humans to certain 
degrees of shock.” 

The dry spell and the excessive heat 
has not materially harmed major 
Georgia crops, it was learned from 
the United States and Georgia de- 
partments of agriculture.

Heat Aid te Cotton.

Squares, blooms an 
bolls are forming everywhere and the 
crop generally is free from weeds. 
Farmers are taking advantage of the 
hot, dry weather to poison the 
weevil, and are said to have the pest 
well in check. : 

Tobacco is maturing rapidly and 
curing is in progress; sweet potatoes 
are doing well, as are peanuts and 
sugar cane. The digging of white po- 
tatoes is nearly finished; pastures and 
meadows are drying up in many lo- 
calities due to the high temperatures 
and a scarcity of moisture. The 
weather, is was said, is “highly fa- 
vorable”’ for the ripening of peaches 
and melons. ; 

In the area between Macon and 
the Carolina-Tennessee borders the 
state generally is suffering from lack 
of rain and too high temperatures, 
Commissioner Eugene Talmadge said 
Monday. The dought is devastating 
to truck crops and garden vegetables, 
but in numerous counties in the 
southern part of the state these are 
doing well, the vegetables being plen- 
tiful and of a good quality.

Files Suit For 
Rich Oil Fields 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—(UN)— 
The General Asphalt Company, a $36,- 
000.000 American corporation with 
headquarters at Philadelphia, ‘today 


British courts to regain its interest tu 
the Vegas concession in Venezuela, 
one of the world’s richest oilf ields. 

_ Sir Henri Deterding’s famed Dutch- 
Shell group of British and Dutch cor- 
porations, powerful rival of Standard 
Oil for world ‘supremacy, is charged 
with\having refused to pay the royaliy 
due the Asphalt company as original 
owner of an option on the entire state 
of Colon, 4,500,000 acres, including 
the rich Tarra field now producing at 
high volume, 


State and commerce department of- 
ficials said this government was not 
interested in the litigation, but others 
saw in the present position of the 
Deterding Company a potential men-. 
ace to American competition. It was 
recalled also that\the Vegas conces- 
sion adjoins the nich Barco conces- 
sion in Colombia, held by Americans. 
The state department protested last 
year against Colombian action to can- 
cel this concession. A pipe line across 
the Vegas concession might be neces- 
sary, some believed, to produce oil 
from the so far undeveloped Barco 
holding. 

Charge Contract Breach. 

Breach of contract, in which the 
Dutch-Shell group is “apparently seek- 
ing to keep the property without pay- 
ment of the stipulated consideration,” 
was charged in a letter from the As- 
phalt company’s directors to the stock- 
holders, made public here. 

The Asphalt company is the world’s 
largest producer of lake asphalt. Oil 
was discovered in its.asphalt holdings 
in Venezuela in 1908, and in 1914 
the company enlisted the Dutch-Shell 
group for direction and financial as- 
sistance, on a partnership basis, on. 
the Vegas and~Valladares concessions. 


The Dutch-Shell group increased 
the financial support, and the Asphalt 
company consented to receive royalties 
of 93-8 per cent, in place of the part- 
nership. Then a new operating com- 
pany was formed, the Colon Oil Cor- 
poration, and took over the holdings 
of the former operating company, the 
Colon Development Company, Ltd. 

It was in this transfer, the Asphalt 
company said, that their rights were 
denied. It is charged that the new 
Colon company is a subsidiary of 
Dutch-Shell, which nominated six of 
the 10 directors, yet Dutch-Shell is 
said to have argued that this transfer 
to a new company enabled them un- 
der their contract with the Asphalt 
company to sell out and discharge fi- 
nally the Asphalt company’s interest. 


‘ Important to America. 


Late reports show that the field is 
now producing a shipload of oil a day, 
which is the full capacity of the six- 
inch pipe. which is used to carry it 
out from the interior. Since last Feb- 
ruary 1, the field has produced 2,000,- 
000 barrels, the directors’ letter said. 


The situation is of importance to 
American oil men because of the great 
amount of cheaply-produced South 
American oil which is now being im- 
ported by American countries and 
used by them in their world trade 
rather than American oil. The flood of 
oil from the rich Venezuelan and Co- 
lombian fields is credited with doing 
much to keep gasoline prices down. 


Deterding’s companies heretofore 
have engaged in trade battles of even 
wider scope over both production and 
markets—the most notable of the bat- 
tles over markets being with respect 
to India, and those over production 
being with respect to the Russian 
fields. The Dutch-Shell Corporations

Accumulation of Selling Orders 
During Holiday Period Carried

—_ Holding 
Companies’ Importance in Rail 
Industry Revealed. | 


NEW YORK, July 7.—Accumula- 
tion of selling orders over the extend- 
ed holiday carried opening prices on 
the stock market down from 1 to 3 
points compared with Thursday's 
closing. Steel common opened 2 0-8 
points lower Case was down 4 1-2 
points. Compared with other days of 
sharp price declines the volume was 
small. However, ft was larger than 
for recent sessions. ‘There was some 
recovery in prices during the noon 
hour but selling was resumed when 
call money which opened at 2 ad- 
vanced to 2 12 per cent on calling 
of loans by banks and then to 3. 

Unsatisfactory conditions in gen- 
eral trade caused the accumulation of 
Selling orders at the opening of the 
stock market and later in the da;. 
Steel and automobile shares were un- 
der the heaviest selling pressure. In- 
gersoll-Rand was down 12 1-2 points 
before noon. This cofMpany manu- 
factures machinery and machine 
tools. It has been pointed out in 
this column several times recently 
that business in this line is not good 
with no improvement expected in the 
near suture. 

Sharp price declines in the face of 
comparatively small volume of stock 
sales were due to lack of buying 
power.

IN CANOE SPILL 


Al Lassman,Great N.Y.U. 
Tackle, Dies in 
Storm. 


HARRISON, Maine, July 7.—(@)— 
Al Lassman, former star tackle on the 


‘New York University footba® team, 
was drowned in Long Lake yesterday 


The body was recovered today after 
several hours of grappling. 

Lassman, who was 24 years old, 
was a guest at a boys’ camp, where 
he had served as counsellor two years 
ago. In midafternoon yesterday he 
went out on the lake in a canoe alone, 
which is forbidden by camp rules. 

CANOE FOUND EMPTY. 

A few hours later the canoe was 

brought to the camp by persons who 


had found it unoccupied about a mile |. 


and one-half below the camp. . 

A large group started grappling 
for the body and it was brought to the 
surface at 2 a. m. 

Lassman was an expert swim- 
mer and a good boatman, and 
friends at the cainp expressed the 
belief that he probably died of 
shock when he fell or was thrown 
into the water during the wind 
and rainstorm which swept the 
lake yesterday. An autopsy will be 
performed. 


Lassman’s friends alluded to his 
rescue of a girl from the ocean at 
Miami last winter and to his rowing 
on the Rindge Technica] High school, 
Cambridge, Mass., eight-oar crew in 
support of their contention that his 
death was not due to inability to 
swim or to handle the canoe. 

HARD LUCK. 

The giant tackle ran in hard luck 
in his football career at New York 
University. 

In 1927 he received a fractured 
ankle which took him out for a part 
of the season, and in 1928 he was seri- 
ously injured about the head in the 
Carnegie Tech game. That injury 
eliminated him from further consider- 
ation as an All-American possibility.

Lassman Reported 


Recovering From Hurt. 


NEW YORK, July 7.—(4)—As the 
1928 football season drew to a close 
Al Lassman, giant tackle of the New 
York University team, was sure of 
all-American honors and was looking 
beyond his college career toward 
heavyweight honors in the profession- 
al prize ring. 

As soon as the season was over he 


planned to enter upon a pugilistic ca- 


reer in which many ring observers 
predicted he would become a heavy- 
weight champion, for he had immense 
size, speed, power and skill. Six feet 
five inches tall and weighing 215 
pounds he had won handily the inter- 
collegiate heavyweight boxing cham- 
pionship and had never been defeated 
in amateur rings. 

In the hoon Tech- N. Y. U. foot- 
ball game of November 17, 1928, how- 
ever, he suffered head injuries and 
was carried to a hospital, where for 
weeks his condition was not definitely 
diagnosed. His doctor said he seemed 


to be suffering from “repeated bumps,” 


but athletic authorities of the universi- 
ty denied reports that his injuries had 
left him paralyzed or mentally unbal- 
anced. 

He still hoped in January of 1929 
to recover and begin his pugilistic ca- 
reer, but doctors doubted that he could 
do so. He was discharged from the 
hospital and went to Miami Beach, 
Fla., to recuperate. A month later 
Coach “Chick” Meehan, of New York 
University, said Lassman had fully 
recovered, and he seemed to be in good 
health when he attended a university 
banquet here in March. 

A few weeks later, however, he re- 
urned to a hospital for treatment, and 
in May he underwent an operation for 
removal of a cyst in his brain. e 
operation was called successful and 
again he was said to be recuperating, 
after months of treatment and diag- 
nosis by specialists. 

Since then the word had been that 
he was showing progress, but that his 
head injuries made it necessary for 
him to continue to rest. He served as 
assistant football coach at New York 
University last fall and ws to have 
done so again this year.

One of the five cases docketed be- 


fore Judge John D. Humphries will 


go on trial this morning with the 
probability that Mrs. J. E. Andrews, 
civic worker, accused of libeling So- 
licitor-General John A. Boykin, will 
be the person called upon to face 
the jury. 

Besides Mrs. Andrews the cases of 
Mrs. James Ross Wakefield, accused 
with Mrs. Andrews, and F.. L. Norton, 
Jack Martin and W. A. Adcock, ac- 
cused of jury tampering, also are on 
the docket. 

It is known that Solicitor-General 
Boykin desires to try the Norton case, 
which was put before a jury two 
weeks ago and ended in a mistrial, 
but Clarence Calhoun, counsel for 
Norton, announced Monday that he 
would ask for a continuance. A\l- 
though he would not give his reason, 
he asserted he believed ‘it strong 
enough to gain the approval of Judge 
Humphries. In the event the Norton 
case is continued as anticipated, the 
second choice of the prosecuting staff 
is Mrs. Andrews, who will be prose- 
cuted by Special Prosecutor William 
Schley Howard and Assistant Solici- 
tor-General Ed A. Stephens, Mr. Boy- 
kin having taken no part in the draw- 
ing of the indictments against the 
two women and preparation of the 
cases for trial. 

Mrs. Andrews and. Mrs. Wakefield 
are alleged to have criminally libeled 
Mr. Boykin in a letter allegedly writ- 
ten by Mrs. Andrews and published in 
a weekly newspaper edited by Mrs. 
Wakefield. 


Probe Continuation Directed. 


Continution of the long grand jury 
investigation into municipal corrup- 
tion was directed by Judge Hum- 
phries Monday in the charge to the 
new grand jury which was sworn in 
and held its first session Monday 
morning. 

“There should be immunity for no 
one,” Judge Humphries declared, di- 
recting the grand jury to take into 
its chambers the presentments of the 
grand jury discharged last week with 
instructions to carry on any work left 
undone, 

“The good citizens of this county 
and city have responded valiantly in 
these trying times,” the court contin- 
ued. “I know that the new grand jury 
will carry on where the others left 


Judge Humphries declared that the 
city was without adequate police pro- 
tection because of the smallness of 
the personnel, but paid high tribute 
to the force for what it is accomplish- 
ing. 

“The work being done is a great 
work and a record is being established 
by the men we have, bnt we need more 
men,’ the judge asserted, 

Jury's Reco ions. 

Recommendations of the retiring 
grand jury should be studied carefully, 
Judge Humphries said, and their sug- 
gestions heeded in regard to certain 
phases of county and city government 
which the May term jury considered 
needful of further investigation. 

“If it is found that a crime has 
been committed by city or county of- 
ficials, no matter who they might be, 
an indictment should be returned in 
erder to prqnceve a faithful adminis- 
tration of both city and county af- 
fairs,” Judge Humphries said. 

“No man is qualified for office un- 
less he is a believer in righteousness 
and conducts himself in the proper 
manner in the handling of the affairs 
of his office. Integrity in public af- 
fairs is essential. 

“There should be no such thing as 
immunity or promise of protection 
from prosecution for crime. All work 
of the prosecution should be fair and 
impartial, and the court should be fair 
and impartial in all cases, and main- 
tain the high standard of the bench. 
ine of the worst crimes that could 
be committed on society is the break- 
ing down of the jury system.” 

Judge Humphries said he had never 
Seen a community where the business- 
men were more willing to give up their 
businesses temporarily, and lend their 
Services for jury duty. 


Action Commendable. 
“They do not look for subterfuges 
to escape duty and their action is 


highly commendable,” 
phries said.

LUMBER SHIPMENTS 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—P/)— 
Ikepresentatives of the Amtorg Trad- 
ing Corporation, the official Russian 
tracing organization, and of lumber 
am! pulp wood importers sought in 
argoments before Assistant Secretary 
Jowman today to have set aside the 
action of customs officials iv barring 
from this country six ships loads of 
Ressian lumber on the ground that it 
bad been produced by convict labor. 

Entry of such goods is forbidden 
hy the tariff law. While treasury of- 
licials would not disclose the source 
ef their information that the ship- 
ments had been the result of convict 
iabor it was said government agents 
had reported convicts had been used 
in Russian forests where lumber was 
produced. 

_After the hearing Lowman reserved 
his decision but announced he expect- 
ed to settle the question within a few 
days. 

Two of the six ship loads of lumber 
arrived in American ports last week 
and were denied entrance at Provi- 
dence, R. I., and Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 
where they are being held until the 
assistant secretary hands down his 
decision. 

The British freighter Carmen is at 
Poughkeepsie and the Danish freight- 
er Uranierborg at Providence. Four 
shiploads of the lumber are on the 
high seas.

- Governor Roosevelt was easily the 
outstanding personality of the confer- 
ence, Governor Hardman stated. “Il 
believe from what I heard at the con- 
ference that he would stand an ex- 
cellent chance of carrying the west 
if nominated, although it would de- 
peat somewhat upon whether or not 
is opponent was a western man. 

“Personally I\ do not-—mind stating 
that I would favor the norfination 
of Governor Roosevelt and former 
Governor Harry Byrd, of Virginia. 
They are representative of the best 
in the country and are of the type 
needed for such high o ffice.” 

Touching on a subject_in which he 
is particularly interested, Governor 
Hardman said that he had been able 
to discuss briefly before thes confer- 
ence his plan for using finger prints 
as an indication for character ani 
intelligence. 

En route to Salt Lake City Gov- 
ernor Hardman ne sig at Chicago 
for a visit to Northwestern Univer- 
sity and the University of Chicago, 
primarily to discuss with officials 
of the two institutions his theories 
on finger prints. He said each of 
the universities had a large depart- 
ment devoted to the study of finger 
printing, but solely for purposes of 
criminal identification. 

“At the conference only one state 
re orted a reduction in the amount of 
crime,” the governor said. “I be- 
lieve the proper study is not being 
given to the criminal situation. Too 
much attention is directed to crime 
prevention and not enough to ~ the 
criminal himself.” 

Governor Hardman said the ques- 
tion of using convict labor as a means’ 
of providing revenue for the state was 
thoroughly discussed at the governor’s 
conference. No conclusions were 
reached, he said, although he person- 
ally favofed making the criminal as 
self-supporting as possible, when his 
labor is not in competition with out- 
side .industry. He mentioned the au- 
tomobile tag plant at Milledgeville as 
an example of non-competitive labor 
that he approved.
